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NEW  YORK:  In  a surprise  move,  three  of 
the  major  mayoralty  candidates  came  out 
in  favor  of  extending  the  upcoming  anti -gay 
discrimination  bill  , to  include  transvestites. 
There  was  some  skepticism  as  whether  or 
not  transvestites  should  be  specifically  ex- 
cluded, following  the  willingness  of  certain 
gay  movement  leaders,  to  make  the  bill 
more  palatable  to  the  City  Council  of  New 
York.  Certain  City  Council  members  had 
used  the  transvestite  issue  to  smokescreen 
their  anti  gay  prejudice  as  the  reason  for 
the  recent  no-vote  on  Intro  475. 

However,  following  the  questions  of  the 
newly  appointed  Cueens  Liberation  Front 
Director,  Bebe  Scarpie;  At  Blumenthal, 
Mario  Biaggi,  other  minority  party  cand- 
idates for  mayor  and /or  their  repres entatives , 
all  announced  they  would  refuse  to  sign 
such  a bill.  On  the  City  Council  elections, 
the  same  support  was  solicited  from  the 
candidates,  notably,  Rosemary  McGrath 
and  Paul  Odwyer.  Mr.  O'Dwyer  was 

quoted  on  the  issue  as  saying,  ' Let's  not 
be  ridiculous,  segmenting  a segment  down, 

it's  it's  - no  I won't  sign  such  a 

bill". 


Drag  Addisf  son  No  Crime 

CHICAGO  (CON)— -Circuit  Court  -Judge  Jack  Sperling 
has  declared  unconstitutional  a oily  ordinance  that  forbids 
men  to  dress  as  women  and  vice  versa. 

‘‘What  a person  wishes  to  wear  is  a matter  of  indi- 
vidual right,”  he  said  in  dismissing  charges  against  four 
young  men  arrested  for  violating  the  city  ordinance  en- 
acted in  1943.  They  appeared  in  court  wearing  dresses. 

Sperling  said  the  ordinance  violated  individual  liberty 
and  the  14th  Amendment,  which  guarantees  equal  protec- 
tion. 

The  cm  v t unisex  clothing  styles  have  made  the 
definition  o(  men's  and  women’s  clothing  impossible,  he 
said.

Marianne  was  given  hormone  injections 
and  her  breasts  were  removed  at 
Stockholm  University's  Karolinske 
Hospital.  After  that  her  menstruation 
stopped,  her  body  became  more  mus- 
cular, her  voice  became  lower  and 
she  grew  a beard.  However,  she  was 
still  a woman  from  the  waist  down, 
with  female  organs. 

In  an  interview  with  a local  newspaper, 
Mikael  or  Marianne  said  , "It  was  all 
a big  mistake.  Nobody  born  a woman 
can  live  happily  as  a man.  I would 
advise  anyone  thinking  of  changing 
sex  --don't  do  it.  "

served  time  in  the  city  prison  in  San 
Francisco  last  year  on  a grass  rap  is 
now  in  county  jail  at  San  Bruno  - -as 
a Woman!

Reminisces  with 
a Famous 


(Star 


The  writers  and  publishers  of  DRAG 
magazine  recently  spent  a most  plea- 
sant  evening,  chatting  with  Mr.  Edward 
Pussell,  female  impersonator.  During 
his  performing  years,  he  was  billed  by 
quick  thinking  agents,  as  "The  Famous 
Evelyn  Russell.  Mr.  Pussell  was  a 
most  cordial  host,  and  he  shared  his 
experience  with  us  in  his  memorbillia 
filled  apartment.  Together,  we  tripped 
gaily  back  into  the  time  of  the  great 
era  of  vaudeville  impersonators. 


DRAG 


In  1913,  Mr.  Pussell  appeared  on  the 
same  bill  as  A1  Jolson,  and  was  billed 
higher  than  the  great  Jolie,  who  was 
still  treated  as  an  unknown.  He  re- 
members Jolson  as  being  unfriendly 
and  hauty  in  demeanor.  "He  never 
liked  any  of  the  girls  and  wouldn't  fool 
with  us.  " 

Evelyn's  act  consisted  of  singing  and 
dancing,  and  a little  stripping  for  special 
audiences.  He  was  best  known  for  his 
impersonation  of  Eva  Tanquey.  The 
wardrobe  and  manner  shown  here  re- 
flects the  high  glamour  image  of  the 
day.

She  replied  with  a favorite  expression 
of  hers,  "It  wasn't  what  we  did,  it  was 
how  we  did  it.  The  "girls"  today  are 
very  beautiful.  I saw  a show  at  the 
Appollo  about  a year  ago  (The  Jewel 
Box  P^vue).  But,  we  had  true  women's 
voices.  I never  let  them  know  what  I 
was.  I always  left  them  doubting.  " "We 
always  appeared  as,  and  acted  as  ladies  r 
They  treated  us  like  that",,  she  said 
with  a distinct  chuckle. 


I wondered  how  the  public  reacted  to 
them  offstage,  especially  the  police, 
as  in  recent  times  even,  the  police  have 
been  known  to  frown  upon  impersonators 
who  practice  offstage.  "Well,  once 
upstate,  we  all  did  five  days  because  we 
were  on  the  corner  with  one  of  the  girls 
who  didn't  like  to  wear  wigs.  She 
had  let  her  hair  grow  a little.  We 
weren't  carrying  on,  just  standing 
there.  It  was  rough  sometimes." 

Speaking  of  carrying  on,  this  gave  me 
a chance  to  ask  about  the  private  lives 
of  some  of  the  stars,  including  Evelyn. 
"We  used  to  carry  on  with  all  the  stars. 
They  even  brought  me  back  to  one 
theatre,  because  the  manager  liked  me. 
They  used  to  say  we  were  ladies  (sound 


first  "ladies  of  drag"?  He  had  a corres- 
pondence with  Francis  Renault,  and  re- 
members Karyl  Norman  as  being  beauti- 
ful and  seductive.  He  even  managed  to 
get  to  know  The  Lillian,  and  has  a letter 
from  her  in  his  scrapbook. 


The  whole  scene  of  drag  was  so  different 
in  those  days.  The  drag  was  looked  up- 
on as  an  artist  first  class.  "We  were 
treated  as  artists  and  ladies.  We  play- 
ed the  whole  vaudeville  circuit,  like 
Stuebens ville  upstate  and  the  rest.  " We 
made  up  to  $200  a week.  (Ed.  note, 
certain  professionals  today  work  for 
$60  to  $75  per  week  in  New  York). 


I asked  Evelyn  what  she  thought  of  the 
drag  acts  of  today. 
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familiar  girls).  Once  there  were 
the  s e marines . . . love  it.  . .We  used  to 
be  in  this  club  in  Florida  and  hustle  the 
audience  once  in  a while.  They  loved  us 
girls.  We  dated  millionaires  and  all 
that,  but  it  was  all  undercover,  you  had 
to  be  in  those  days.  I like  it  today  it's 
all  open,  but  then  you  had  to  watch  it. 

We  were  all  undercover.  The  only  time 
we  got  into  trouble  was  when  we  worked 
the  stags.  They  would  raid  us.  One 
time  they  even  got  the  piano  player  too. 
But  they  were  fun.  The  fellows  loved 
us.  It  was  not  what  we  did  but  how  we 
did  it,  know  what  I mean? 

I decided  to  ask  Evelyn  about  all  the  sur- 


gery  available  today,  would  she  ever 
had  wanted  any  of  it?  "Years  ago,  only 
Arabella  had  a chest.  She  billed  herself 
as  a half  man/half  woman,  in  Coney  Island. 
But  today  they  all  look  like  women  but 
don't  ack  like  them.  We  only  used  our 
women's  voices.  Sex  change,  like  that 
one  on  the  television  (Christine  Jorgensen) 
No,  I wouldn't.  It's  too  much  fun  this 
way.  The  girls  today,  they  show  they 
like  it  too  much.  If  they  went  to  the  a- 
gents  like  men,  they  wouldn't  take  ad- 
vantage of  them.  But  the  audience  only 

knew  us  as  ladies,  we  didn't  spoil  it  in 
the  end. 

In  all,  we  spent  a lovely  time  with  Eddie 
Bussell,  the  Famous  Evelyn.  If  you, 
the  reader  wants  to  know  more,  or 


correspond,  and  get  to  know  Evelyn, 
be  advised  she  just  loves  fan  mail.  She 
is  also  willing  to  share  of  her  exper- 
iences with  the  new  comer  to  drag.  We 
also  hope  that  some  of  Evelyn's  friends 
from  the  circuit  get  back  in  touch  with 
her.  Just  send  your  letter  to  the 
famouns  Evelyn,  care  of  the  magazine, 
and  we  will  foreward  it  most  gladly.

Liberation  day  festivities  (see  DRAG  # 11)  and 
felt  that  I should  sit  down  and  write  to  sayhow 
sorry  I am  about  what  happened  at  the  Park.  I 
realize  the  movement  has  internal  frictions: 
men/women,  white /third  world , straight  gays  / 
liberated  gays,  aid  on  and  on.  However,  I was 
horrorfied  to  hear  that  woman  air  her  antago- 
nisms about  other  members  of  the  gay  commun- 
ity at  the  Gay  Pride  rally.  Her  concerns  may 

be  important it's  certain  she  felt  they  were-- 

yet  her  manner  with  all  its  hostility  was  cer- 
tainly uncalled  for.  There  are  no  easy  ans- 
wers to  the  points  which  divide  us,  and  being 
tacky  in  f^ont  of  15,  000  brothers  and  sisters 
isn't  going  to  solve  the  questions. 

When  you  were  at  Rutgers, you  read 
your  essay  on  Liberation.  Yesterday  I 
couldn't  help  but  thinking  how  right  you 
were  and  how  tragically  fucked -up  the 
movement  can  be.  But,  Lee,  Please 
don't  leave  us.  Don't  let  the  feminists 
or  the  macho  men  get  you  down.  Gay 
Liberation  owes  a lot  to  the  drag  queen 
and,  obviously,  it  still  needs  to  learn 
more  about  tolerance  from  them. 

The  Cueens  Liberation  workshop  at 
Rutgers  helped  a lot  of  people  's  heads.  It 
probably  did  not  change  anyone's  lifestyle 
but  it  did  give  us  a better  under  standing 
and  a better  appreciation  of  drag.

I just  turned  26  years  old  and  am  incarcerat- 
ed in  one  of  the  systems  concentration  camps. 

I have  been  locked  up  since  1969  and  am  one 
person  who  is  now  and  always  has  been  fasci- 
nated by  Female  Impersonators.  The  queens 
life  in  prison  is  not  very  nice.  It  is  so  cold, 
the  majority  of  guys  in  here  become  affiliated 
with  the  girls  for  the  most  obvious  reasons. 

I was  at  the  Ohio  Penitentary  for  3 years 
and  was  married  to  a queen  on  the  streets. 

The  administration  is  very  down  on  cueens 
and  will  go  out  of  their  way  to  harass  a 
couple.  I have  been  associated  with  queens 
since  the  age  of  15  and  on  a permanent  basis 
since  I was  18.  I have  lived  with  them, 
dated  them  and  for  what  it  means  we  carried 
on  like  a normal  couple.

IN  MEMORIAM  ■ 


1899-1973 


Vander  Barbette,  a world-renowned  trapeze 
artist  of  the  nineteen-twenties  and  thirties, 
died  August  5th  at  his  home  in  Austin  Texas. 

He  was  74  years  old. 

Barbette  was  one  of  the  most  popular  and 

sensational  impers onp.tors  during  that  inter- 
war period.  He  was  born  Van  der  Clyde 
Broodway  in  Texas  in  1899  and  began  his 
career,  not  as  a female  impersonator  at  all, 
but  as  a trapeze  and  tight-rope  performer  in 
Ringling  Brother's  Circus  and  on  the  Orpheum 
Circuit.  At  one  performa nee , apparently , the 
girl  member  of  a triple  trapeze  act  (featuring 
two  angels  and  a devil)  was  unable  to  appear.  At 
the  last  moment  Barbette  disguised  himself  in 
her  clothes  and  filled  in.  Thereafter  he  decided 
to  retain  female  disguise  for  all  his  appearances. 
Such  is  the  legend  of  how  he  began.  Many  female 
impersonators  began  their  careers  in  circuses 
and,  at  the  same  time,  many  circuses  used  to 
employ  male  trapeze  artists  disguised  as  girls 
to  lend  a little  extra  excitement  to  the  acts. 


A close  friend  and  fellow  artist  described  Barbette's  stage  act:  "He  always 

travelled  with  his  own  stage  setting  and  properties,  which  consisted  of  white 
curtains,  a silver  staircase  and  a white  carpet.  He  used  beautiful  music.  The 
curtain  would  rise  to  show  him  standing  at  the  top  of  the  staircase  in  a tight 
shimmering  dress  with  a huge  train  of  white  feathers.  This  appearance  took 
your  breath  away. 

"Then  he  wDuld  gracefully  move  down  to  a couch  with  cushions  at  the  side  of  the 
stage  and  tease  the  audience  a little  by  doing  a strip  routine.  He  would  take  off 
first  his  headdress,  then  his  skirts.  This  was  really  in  order  to  prepare  for  the 
central  part  of  his  act  which  was  on  the  trapeze. 

"He  had  a skillful  and  unusual  trapeze  technique  --he  would,  for  example,  curl 
himself  up  and  then  suddenly  stretch  himself  out  laughing  gaily.  The  men  whis- 
tled, of  course,  and  the  women  loved  him.  I remember  one  woman  --  an  Am- 
bassadors wife  --  looking  at  him  and  saying,  "Barbette,  you  are  so  lovely.  " And 
he  was. 

He  took  tremendous  care  with  his  act  and  his  appearance.  He  would  take  all  his 
make-up  off  after  each  performance  --  even  if  he  were  appearing  three  times  a 
day.  For  the  next  time  he  would  carefully  put  it  all  on  again  from  scratch.  He 
spent  hours  on  his  costumes.  Everything  had  to  be  perfect.  45 

Barbette  leaves  a sister  and  a half-brother.
